That BNP Membership leak 




If nationalists thought that the guilty plea by Matt 
Single to the charge of publishing the BNP’s 
membership list in November 2008 would put 
and end to the matter then they were sadly 
mistaken. In avoiding a full scale trial which a 
“not guilty” plea would have generated, we have 
been left with more questions than answers. 

It is the police and the Crown Prosecution 
Service who determines what charges should be 
brought against a suspect, and where there is a 
political angle to the case, then Special Branch 
would also have some involvement. This — is 
especially helpful where S B informants — are 
involved and a lesser charge could be vital! 

First we must remember that the membership list 
was entrusted to Sadie Graham, not Single. 
Therefore Single could have been charged with 
theft. The motive for publishing the list on the 
Internet could also have been taken into account 
when formulating the charges. Animal Rights 



activists who published personal details of 
employees' ancT business contacts of the 
Huntington Life Science laboratories were 
charged and convicted of conspiracy to 
blackmail” and jailed for several years. In a 
previous case, again involving Animai Rights 
activists publishing detailed lists, when some of 
those on the list were physically attacked and 
had property damaged, the charges were 
“incitement to violence” becaus e they provided 
the list of “targets”. Again, the perpetrators were 
all jailed! Given that the publishing of the BNP 
membership list led to physical attacks on BNP 
members, property damage and the loss of jobs, 
we feel it is only reasonable to ask why was Matt 
Single only charged with "disclosing data without 
permission”, and why wasnt Sadie Graham 
investigated more closely? Was somebod y beinfl 
“looked after” hv Special Branch? 

In January 2008, several months before the BNP 
list was illegally published, the BNP declared 
“that for over a year the BNP has been aware 
that there has been a mole from Searchlight on 
the BNP Advisory Council”. Was Sadie Graham 
that mole? And why was Sadie Graham’s 
previous involvement with Anti-Fascist Action 
never revealed by Searchlight in an attempt to 
discredit her with her new BNP colleagues . Wa s 
Searchlight also “looking after her”? 

As we say, there are still more questions than 
answers!

Barking & Dagenham UAF launched their 
anti-BNP General Election campaign in 
Dagenham on Sunday 24 th of January 
intending to leaflet some of the wards in the 
seat that BNP leader Nick Griffin hopes to 
take from Labour’s Margaret Hodge. As the 
local UAF group can barely muster a dozen 
members an appeal was sent on the internet 
"calling on all anti-fascists across London” to 
attend. Despite the appeal, barely a few 
dozen bothered to turn up and as our 
photographs show, most didn’t stay long! 
This particular group were seen marching 
down Dagenham Avenue, an area with 
parkland either side of the road, giving very 
little cover in the event of attack. The location 
is also just a few hundred yards from where 
the notoriously violent racist gang, the 
“Dagenham Axe Klan” used to operate in the 
late 1970’s. In the following week’s issue of 
the local Dagenham Post newspaper, local 
UAF spokesman, Anindya Bhattacharyya 



claimed, “There were a couple of people 
following us and taking pictures but by and 
large the general reaction was positive”. 
Despite this bravado, one UAF group, on 
seeing what they assumed were “enemy 
photographers” turned tail and ran back to 
the comparative safety of their assembly

The older element at Searchlight has for 
several years developed an unhealthy 
interest in the pre-war International Brigade 
who fought on the Communist side in the 
Spanish Civil War. Perhaps Searchlight can 
see similarities with itself and the rag-tag 
bunch of losers that went to fight Fascism in 
Spain and ended up crawling back to Britain 
soundly defeated! But whatever the reason, 
Searchlight regularly pays tribute to this 
minuscule gang of idealists and idiots, who 
vowed to ’’Smash Fascism” and in return got 
smashed themselves. The latest Searchlight 
icon from this sorry bunch was Jack Jones, 
a volunteer in the British Battalion of the 
International Brigade who later became the 
totalitarian leader of the Transport & 
General Workers Union. Like senior 
members of the Searchlight organisation, 
Jones began his political life in the 
Communist Party of Great Britain. Using his 
party contacts he progressed rapidly 
through the Communist dominated trade 
union ranks, becoming T&G leader in 1968. 
In this role he met frequently with Labour 
government Ministers and was privy to 
many state secrets including both industrial 
plans and strategy and government policy of 
nuclear disarmament. But files recently 
released by Britain’s Security Services have 
revealed that Jack Jones was a traitor 
who spied on Britain on behalf of Russia, 
and was well paid for doing so! 



Jones’s greatest value to his KGB masters 
came during the cold-war period 1968-1991 
and MI5 monitored his activities through 
mail intercepts and by bugging his home 
and office phones. This intelligence further 
revealed that Jones was now considered to 
be that important to the Russians that he 
was ordered to cease contact with the 
CPGB, which was already infiltrated by MI5, 
and instead was provided with his own 
personal KGB contact! 

During his long career as a Russian spy, 
Jones did immeasurable damage to Britain, 
but this will not deter Searchlight from 
treating him as an icon. 

Perhaps the bond between them is too 
strong. Both sought to enslave the British 
people under the evil yoke of Communism. 
Both worked to undermine Britain. 

In Jones’s case, our national interest, and in 
Searchlights case our democratic system.
